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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 07/21/2006 have 
been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues the cited references fail to disclose the use of a single key in multiple 
modes, specifically a first mode for encryption operations and test operations and a second mode for timestamping. 

With respect to this argument Applicant has attacked each reference without considering the combination as a whole. In response to 
these arguments, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations 
of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 41 3 t 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). Specifically, Applicant argues that Goodman does not teach the two modes as described in the claims, however, Fischer teaches 
a single mode of operation (timestamping) and Goodman teaches multiple modes of operation (encryption operations and testing 
operations) therefore the combination teaches the claimed limitation of multiple modes. Applicant also argues that Nakamura fails to 
teach the use of the same key for more than one operation. However, in column 15 line 66 through column 16 line 5 it is clear that 
Nakamura teaches that the key (K1) is used in a first mode for generating keys and in a second mode for encrypting data, so one of 
ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to use the same key in multiple modes. Therefore the combination teaches the use of a single 
key in multiple modes, specifically a first mode for encryption operations and test operations and a second mode for timestamping and this 
combination would be obvious at the time of the invention to one of ordinary skill in the art for the reasons put forth in the Final Rejection 
mailed 05/15/2006. 
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
